Cairo, July 26. 

The steamer Evansville, from Tennessee 
river, brings news of a rebel raid at Flor- 
ence, Alabama, Tuesday last. They entered 
the city and burned all of the warehouses 
for commissary and quartermasters stores, 
and all of the cotton in the vicinity j 
also seized the United States steamer 
Colonna, used for conveying army supplies 
over the shouls, took all tho money belong- 
ing to the boat and passengers, and then 
burned the boat. The property destroyed 
is said to be of great value. They also cap- 
tured a small detachment of Mitchel s com- 
mand. They then proceeded down the Ten- 
nessee river to Chickasaw and Waterloo, in 
the vicinity of Eastport, and burned all the 
warehouses, which contained cotton. 

Another band of forty rebels attacked a 
wagon train near Pittsburg Landing, cap- 
turing sixty wagons conveying commis- 
sary and quartermasters' stores. 

Washington, July 26. 

The position of Secretary Seward is evi- 
dently authoritative as published this morn- 
ing, from which, in the language of the 
article, it appears he is content as he hither- 
to has been, to remain where he is, so long 
as this causeless and iniquitous war con- 
tinues, and so long as the chosen Chief 
Magistrate of the country requires it, even 
though his advice should be overruled, 
whieh happens very rarely, and then in 
case, which his own judgment informed ap- 
proved — at the same time, he would not if 
he could, for any reason, prolong his stay 
in the place he now holds one hour beyotod 
the time when the President shall think it 
wise to relieve him, and when he shall re- 
tire from it, it will be with the determina- 
tion he has more than once heretofore ex- 
pressed, under no circumstances will he be 
a place-holder, in the service of his country, 
even, although, as he most- confidently ex- 
pects, it shall emerge in its full strength 
and greatness from its present troubles; 
he hopes that uo one of his fellow-citizens 
thinks so unkindly of him as to suppose he 
would be content to exercise power in a 
fraction of it, if it could consent to be 
divided. 

Washington, July 26. 

It is officially published that the call of 
Qov. Curtin for nine and twelve months 
men was made without previous consulta- 
tion with or direction of the President or 
War Department, and having been made, it 
was deemed by the President and War De- 
partment, better to accept such troops as 
were otl'ered under that call; but it is proper 
to notice that the law does not allow any 
bounty to the nine months’ men, except the 
$26 paid at the time of being mustered into 
service, the remaining $75 is payable only 
t o those who enlist for three years or during 
the war. 

The President, in an official order, an- 
nounces the death of ex-President Martin 
Van Buren. He says this event will occa- 
sion mourning in the nation for the loss of 
a citizen and public servant, and that his 
memory will be gratefully cherished. As 
a mark of respect, the Executive Mansion 
and the several Executive Departments, ex- 
cepting those of the War and Navy, being 
draped with blaek, and all public business 
has been ordered to be suspended to-day. 

The War and Navy Departments will 
cause suitable honors to lie paid on this oc- 
casion to the memory of the illustrious 
dead; such as flags at half-mast, firing of 
cannon, &c. 

Philadelphia, July 26. 

The steamer Spaulding has arrived from 
Fortress Monroe with 240 wounded from 
Richmond. Their names have been pub- 
lished. The prisoners, while in Richmond, 
were all well treated by the officers and men 
of the rebel army. The troops from Missis- 
sippi and Gecrgia were especially kind in 
their treatment of the prisoners. 

L nited States Treasury notes were eager- 
ly taken by the rebels. Baltimore notes 
were also taken by them, hut were looked 
on with distrust. 

Washington, July 26. 

The President has issued a brief procla- 
mation. warning all persons within the con- 
templation of the sixth section of the con- 
fiscation act to cease participating in, aid- 
ing, countenancing, or abetting the exist- 
ing rebellion, or any rebellion against the 
Government of the United States, and to 
return to their proper allegiance to the 
United States, on pain of the forfeitures 
and seizures as within and by said sixth 
section provided. 

St. Louis, July 26. 

The Democrat learns, from a reliable 
source, that the County Commissioners of 
the county of St. Louis have agreed to 
appropriate $100,000 for the benefit of the 
families of volunteers who enlist under the 
new call of the President, or who enter the 
State service from this county under Qov. 
Gamble's call. This will go far to encour- 
age the speedy filling up of the new regi- 
ments now in process of formation in this 
city. 

Wheeling, July 26. 

A large and enthusiastic war meeting 
was held in thiB city this afternoon, and 
was addressed by Governor Pierpont, Hon. 
Sherrard Clements, and others. The 
speeches indorse a most vigorous policy of 
the Administration. A memorial was 
adopted, praying the County Court to make 
a levy of $20,000 to aid volunteering. 

New York, July 26. 

The steamer Great Eastern sailed this 
morning for Liverpool, taking $600,000 in 
specie. 

The steamer City of New York, for Liv- 
erpool, took $600, 0Q0 in speoie. 

The steamer Boruaia, for Southampton 
and Hamburg, took $226,000 in specie. 

Washington, July 26. 

The official document necessary to con- 
summate the recently arranged agreement 
for a general exchange of prisoners has 
been forwarded to Gen. Dix. 

Louisville, July 27, 1852. 

Editors Dernocrat — Gentlemen; I feel 
obliged to a correspondent of your paper for 
reminding tbe public that i am still a can- 
didate for the office of Jailer of Jefferson 
county. Although the spirit of your cor- 
respondent’s note seemed none of the kind- 
est towards me, yet he haB probably done 
me a service by affording me an opportu- 
nity to present my claims again to the good 
people of the city and county.

From the 28th Kentucky — Some of 
its Labors — Col. Boone. 

Camp Union, near Oallatin, Tenn., \ 

July 26, 1862. / 

Editors Deeiocttl — Gentlemen: The pres- 
ent is an eventful period, and as in all time 
events have concerned persons and things. 

I have been somewhat surprised to read in 
some city papers the particulars of an event 
which transpired tho first of this week, in 
which the time, the place, and some of the 
facts were most minutely given; and yet 
the historian was utterly at fault in rela- 
tion to the actors in the scene — so far, at 
least, as the 28uh regiment of Kentucky 
volunteers was concerned. This slight 
omission might have escaped our notice in 
this far-off rebellious region if it had not 
savored so much of a similar oversight ou 
a former occasion, where the very existence 
of our regiment was denied. 

It is notorious that a portion of the 
Twenty-eighth has been encamped near 
Gallatin for nearly three months; that we 
have been exposed to the attacks of ma- 
rauders ever since we came here; that Fed- 
eral troops on either aide of us have feared 
for us, and wonder that we have not been 
captured, knowing that this (Sumner) was 
the banner county for secession in Tennes- 
see — that it voted stronger and sent more 
men to the Southern army than any county 
in the State in proportion to its poulatiou; 
that after repeated defeats further South, 
thay would likely endeavor to return to 
protect, as they call it, their own homes; 
and of this fact we have been often in- 
formed when we have arrested men return- 
ing home, satisfied they had received their 
rights in being well whipped at Fort Henry. 
Fort Donelson, and Shiloh, and desired 
henceforth to be loyal. Nay, we have even 
been threatened with the Southern 
army, which was sure to return, drive 
out all the Federals and retake Nashville. 
Yet our gallant Colonel has remained in 
place, kept this post scouted in every di- 
rection, picked up stragglers from the 
Southern army, and restored many citizens 
to loyalty. I may even assert that his 
course with the rebels has made himself 
and our country more friends than would 
likely have been made by a harsher policy. 
Nor may any man say, in consideration of 
his policy, that he is wanting in valor. 
When, after the surrender of Murfreesboro, 
an attack was expected on Nashville, Col’. 
Boone was ordered to that place to aid in 
its defense, and though he took with him 
but three of his companies, the commaud 
was given him of at least a thousand men. 
and they were placed at the point of the 
expected attack. Moreover, such was the 
promptness with which he obeyed that or- 
der, that the commanding officer was as- 
tonished at his early arrival, and compli- 
mented him on his readiness for action. 

The same promptitude was exhibited on 
Tuesday last when the trains returned from 
Richland, reporting the rebels two thou- 
sand strong at that place awaiting the ar- 
rival of the trains to capture them. Hav- 
ing only five companies, he telegraphed to 
Nashville for reinforcements, which could 
uot be procured. He then communicated to 
Bowling Green that in twenty minutes he 
would start to meet two thousand rebels at 
Richland Station, only eight miles from 
j Gallatin. 

Col. Bruce, in command at that place, 
sent, forthwith, several companies to his j 
aid, who, however, did not arrive until the 
rebels had fled that had threatened to 
menace the cars. Col. Boon, however, had 
reconuoitered the whole surrounding coun- 
try before they came. 

We claim no credit for driving the rebels 
from the station; but we know that all 
brutes run when the shrill whistle of the 
locomotive indicates the approach of dan- 
ger, and some of our plain, common-sense 
soldiers think that a paper attempting to 
state the facts of a case in mention, pursues 
a strange course in not mentioning the 
parties. 

It is truly lamentable that political preju- j 
dice cannot lie still while men of all parties I 
are struggling to preserve the Constitution ' 
and perpetuate the Union. I cannot claim 1 
to be posted in all that has been done, or is 
now doing, to secure the objectaof this war; 
but, if I had been blind and not able to 
read a word, I could not have failed to dis- 
cover that some professed friends of the 
Union would rather see it in ruins than that 1 
their political party should fail of coming | 
into power. God save our country.

From New Orleans. — The correspondent 
of the New York Herald, writing on the 
16th, sends the following items: 

General Butler seems to have a peculiar . 
faculty for finding the swords of United 
States officers. 

The other day a detective was sent to 1 1 
search a stable where it was understood 
that arms, belonging to a recreant son of 
ex-President Tyler, were concealed. Among 
a variety of weapons found under the floor 
of the stable was the elegant sworu pre- 
sented to “Old Rough and Ready" by the j 
State of Kentucky. It will be sent to Gen. 
Taylor, Commissary General of the United 
States Army, and a brother of the gallant j 1 
hero oft ha Mexican war. 

Commissary General Taylor is, I think 
the only direct representative of “OU , 
Zack ’ whose loyalty is untarnished. 

On Monday some three thousand uni- 
forms of the rebel army were found in the 
lofts of the clothing house of Godchaux, 
Frere & Simon, on Canal street. The store 
was taken possession of, and the proprie- 
tors arrested and taken before Gen. Butler. 
They affected such an unreasonable ignor- 
ance of the ownership and destination of 
the goods that tbe General ordered them 
to be held in oustody; but yesterday, on the j 
representations of Mr. Roselieus, oner of the 
most prominent Union citizens here, they 
were released, aA«r giving their parole that 
they would he forthcoming when so ordered 
by Gen. Butler. 

Gov. Shepley returned this morning from 
Baton Rouge, where he has been investi- 
gating the affairs of the State. There is 
nothing new at Baton Ronge. Van Dorn 
threatens to attack the city; hut he will 
meet with a warm reception if he dares t* 
attempt it. 

On Sunday, Captain Porter arrived here 
from Vioksburgon hie flagship, the Ootora- 
ra, accompanied by all the mortar fleet hut 
eight, which are left at Viekaburg. It is 
unnecessary and perhaps Imprudent to 1 
mention the eause of this change of opera- 
tion. Tfie secessionists here fancy that it 1

8. The death of any officer or soldier 
which has occurred since the 1st of January 
last, while he was absent from his regiment 
or company, and which has not been report- 
ed by ihe Surgeon of the Hospital in which 
the death occurred, or by the friends of the 
deceased if not in Hospital, will bo imme- 
diately reported by the Surgeon of the 
iloajiilal, or by the affidavit of friends, to 
“The Assistant Adjutant General, District 
of the Ohio, Nashville,” setting forth the 
date of decease and other material circum- 
stances. 

4. All absent officers and soldiers who do 
uot join their companies and regiments, or 
are uot satisfactorily accounted for ae 
above by the 10th day of July next, will 
be repot ted on their muster roll as desert- 
ers, dating from the time they may have 
been absent without authority. 

By act of Congress every deserter for- 
feits ail claim on the government for pay 
and allowances, besides being liable to ar- 
rest and trial by Court Martial. Any per- 
son who apprehends and returns a deserter 
to the commanding officer of a military post, 
is entitled to a reward of five dollars.

No person hostile in opinion to the Gov- 
ernment, and desiring its overthrow, will 
be allowed to stand for office in the District 
of Kentucky. The attempt of such a per- 
son to Stand for office Will be regarded as in 
itself sufficient evidence of his treasonable 
intent to warrant his arrest. He who de- 
sires the overthrow of the Government, can 
seek office under the Government only to 
promote its overthrow. In seeking office, 
he becomes an active traitor, if he has 
never become one otherwise, and is liable, 
both in reason and in law, to be treated 
accordingly. All persons of this descrip- 
tion, who persist in offering themselves as 
candidates for office, will lie arrested and 
sent to these headquarters.
